Clayfish Deserves Attention 


Except to small boys in certain . favored 
areas and to a few other persons with special 
interests, the crayfish of our lakes and streams 
is not well known. Perhaps this is because 
this creature is somewhat ‘ 
secretive in its habits or 
perhaps it is because it has 
no special gustatory or com- 
mercial value. Whatever 
the reason, this distant rel- 
ative of the lobster has not 
received the attention it de- 


ster in general structure but differing in many 
details. They differ greatly in habit, too, being 
entirely confined to fresh water. There are 
many species and they are spread pretty well 
throughout the world except in the Arctic and 
Antarctic. 
‘Where they are common they are a staple 
“diet of other creatures, including heron, rac- 
coon, black bass and even man himself. De- 
spite the steady drain on the population, their 
numbers remain fairly constant. 

—The-pincers are -the mosiconspicuous fea- 
ture of these crustaceans; they are large 
enough and powerful enough to command re- 
spect. With them the owner captures prey, 
tears it to pieces and passes the morsels to 
sorting and grinding machinery associated with 
the mouth. 

* * * 

They are also formidable weapons of defence 
which may be called into use in arguments 
among themselves or against other animals 
which may attack them. Those of the males 
tend to be larger than those of the females, 
but in either sex they resemble oversize box- 
ing gloves and hence impart a pugilistic look to 
the wearers. 

Close scrutiny of the pincers, with due re- 
spect to their potentialities, will show another 
interesting feature. On the inner side of each 
“hand” there will be found, almost in every

case, a number of small worm-like creatures 
firmly attached by one end. These are ‘‘board- 
ers” or ‘‘free-loaders"’ whose function in rela- 
tion to the host is not well understood. 

The association seems to be one-sided with 
all the benefits in the form of transportation, 
living quarters, and food going to the worms, 
but it may be reciprocal if it can be demon- 
strated that the crayfish gains anything in ex- 
ehange. 

* * * 

The presence of the free-riding worms also 
suggests another problem—a mechanical one. 
Since the crayfish sheds its shell at intervals to 
afiow for growth, a featured shared by all 
“jointed” animals, how are the worms trans- 
ferred from the old empty armor to the new? 
They move around, of course, hitching them- 
selves along by a system of suckers, but it is a 
neat trick to change hosts at just the right 
time. 

There is another and equally intriguing prob- 
lem connected With the distribution of cray- 
fishes. Members of the western form of these 
animals are found in river systems all along 
the coast from California to southern British 
Columbia but not in all waterways. 

On the mainland in this province they are 
present in the Okanagan-system.of the interior 
and in the Lower Fraser Valley but apparently 
nowhere else. On Vancouver Island they are-in 
a few streams and lakes near Victoria, in 
Shawnigan Lake, in the Koksilah River and 
lower Cowichan River (but not in the lake), 
and in a few streams and lakes near Kyuquot 
on the West Coast, and on Nootka Island, but 
apparently nowhere else. 

How is it these animals are distributed in 
such an erratic pattern? Why are they not pres- 
net in other lakes and streams, many of which 
appear to be equally suited to their needs? 

Obviously more attention should be paid to 
these interesting creatures. Not only are they 
a potential source of food but also a subject 
worthy of study by any biologist. :

He said the Soviet Union “at- 
taches great importance to the 
further reduction of the military 
budgets of the big nations 

vKosygin also promised the 
Russian people more consumer 
goods, bigger incomes and in- 
creased industrial and agricul-.

The new Soviet premier said 
the military budget next year 
will total 12,800,000,000  rubles,| 
or 12.9 per cent of all govern- 
ment. expenditures, as against 
14.5 per cent in 1964. 

The military budget in 1964 
totalled 13,300,000,000 rubles and 
was 600,000,000 rubles less than) 
1963. Western officials contend 
that much Soviet defence spend- 
ing is disguised under non-mil- 
itary items in the budget, and 
some Western military analysts 
think total military spending 
this year is well over twice the 
budgeted figure.

NATURE ON THE ISLAND 


By DR. CLIFF CARL 


Crayfish Deserves Attention 


Except-to small boys in certain favored 
areas and to a few other persons with special 
interests, the crayfish of our lakes and streams 
is not well known. Perhaps this is because 
this creature is somewhat 
secretive in its habits or 
perhaps it is because it has 
no special gustatory or com- 
mercial value. Whatever 
the reason, this distant rel-~ 
ative of the lobster has not 
received the attention it de- 
serves. 

Crayfish, crawfish, “craw- 
dads,"’ whichever you want 
to call them, are crusta- 

ceans much ‘like the lob- 
ster in general structure but differing in many 
details. They differ greatly in habit, too, being 
entirely confihed to fresh water. There are 
many species and they are spread pretty well 
throughout the world except in the Arctip and 
Antarctic. 

Where they are common they are a staple 
diet of other creatures, including heron, rac- 
comm, black bass and even man himself. De- 
spite the steady drain on the population, their 
numbers remain fairly constant. 

The pincers are the most conspicuous fea- 
ture of these crustaceans; they are large 
enough and powerful enough to command re- 
spect. With them the uwner captures. prey, 
tears it te pieces and passes the morsels to 
sorting and grinding machinery associé ated with 
the mouth.

"They are also formidable weapons of defence 
which may be called into use in arguments 
among themselves or against other animals 
which may attack them. Those of the males 
tend to be larger than those of the females, 
but in either &ex they resemble oversize box- 
ing gloves and hence impart a pugilistic look to 
the wearers. 

Close scrutiny of the pincers, with due re- 
spect to their potentialities, will show another 
interesting feature. On the inner side of each 
“hand” there will be found, almost in every 


cdse, a number of small worm-like creatures 
firmly atiached by one end. These are “board- 
ers” or ““free-loaders’’ whose function in rela- 
tion to the host is not well understood. 

The association seems to be one-sided with 
all the benefits in the form of transportation, 
living quarters, and food going to the worms, 
but it: maybe reciprocal if it can be demon- 
strated that the crayfish gains anything in. ex- 
change. 

* * o 

The presence of the free-riding worms also 
suggests another problem-—a mechanical one. 
Since the crayfish sheds its shell at intervals to 
allow for growth, a featured shared by all 
““jwinted”’ animals, how are the worms trans- 
ferred from the old empty armor to the new? 
They move around, ofcourse, hitching them- 
selves along by a system of suckers, but it is a 
neat trick to change hosts at just the right 
time. 

There is another and equally intriguing prob- 
lem connécted with the distribution of cray- 
fishes. Members of the western form of these 
animals are found in river systems all along 
the coast from California to southern British 
Columbia but not in all waterways. 

‘On the mainland in this province they are 
present in the Okanagan system of the interior 
and in the Lower Fraser Valley but apparently 
nowhere else. On Vancouver Island they are in 
a few streams and lakes near Victoria, in 
Shawnigan Lake, in the Koksilah River and 
lower Cowichan River (but not. in the lake), 
and in a few streams and lakes near Kyuquot 
on the West Coast, and on Nootka Island, but 
apparently nowhere else. 

How is it these animals are distributed in 
such an erratic pattern? Why are they not pres- 
net in other lakes and streams, many of which 
appear to be equally suited to their needs? 

Obviously more attention should be paid to 
these interesting creatures... Not only are they 
a potential source of food but also a subject 
worthy of study by any biologist.
